Dear Sir, 

Your letter of the 20th nit. was duly received. The Secretary of Legation having been 
absent on leave now than a month, my engagements have been so recent that I could not give as 
prompt attention to your request as would have desired. I have had the assistance of Mr. Hooker, 
an American, the oldest banker at Rome, in obtaining the coins - gold, silver, and the minor one. 
Mr. Hooker put himself in communication with the Roman Mint. He informs me in a note that 
“there are no coins of 10 lire, 5 lire or 20 centesimi”. I have sent to you all the coins which you 
desired except the gold coins of 10 and 5 lire and the silver coin of 20 centesimi. The coins sent 
have cost us Lire 184.63, the equivalent of $35.64 in American gold. You may sent this amount, 
if found satisfactory in a draft.
